4. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 15, and 27-28 are allowed over the prior art of record.

The applicant’s Remarks, filed on 12/20/2005, have been carefully reviewed with 
update search. Consequently, reasons for allowance of claims 1-3, 5-6, 15, and 27-28 
are set forth in according to the applicant’s remarks stated on pages 5-6. 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art made of record fails to clearly teach or fairly 
suggest the feature of a game and a mobile phone type electronic apparatus comprising 
a game CPU, phone CPU, play key, interrupt key, and a key register to which first 
information is set in response to an operation of the play key and second information is 
set in response to an operation of the interruption key, wherein the game related 
process include a game process to play the game when the first information is set into 
the key register and an interruption process to interrupt the game process when the 
second information is set into the key register, and phone related process includes a 
setting process to set the second information into the key register when an incoming 
phone call is detected, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the 
independent claims 2-3, 5-6, 15, and 27-28.
